When we spoke day before yesterday in your comment on one of the chapters of 28 Years 
you said I was too modest in reference to my published work. In that same conversation I 
told you that I planned to use some of what I pubished in Post Mortem rather than to 
paraphrase or rewite it. My reason wqs to be repeating what was readily available to 
Jj undberg and of which at least to a large degree //umes and Boswell were aware of from 
my having written them and sending them copies of Whitewash (which I'll have to go over 


for a purpose similar to what follows). 

So, up too early, I checked Post Mortem, with the index. I am astounded at the number 
of references to the autopsy in it and am thinking of counting them and mentioning that 


in 28 Years. And I've a list of the pages to be copied for this writing now. 

In rereading those pages for the first time since I published tfeat book in 1975 I 
am truly impressed with its inclusiveness and its definitiveness. U/hile that is not why 
I'd planned to use it rather than write new copy now, stated above, I think it makes my 
purpose a correct decision because it is also very , very powerful stuff ! ! ! !
